New Delhi, the 4th May, 2017 

S.O. 1402(E) . —^Whereas the Central Government in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of 
the Armed Forces (Special Powers) Act, 1958 (28 of 1958) had declared the Tirap, Changlang and Longding 
districts of Arunachal Pradesh and the area falling within the jurisdiction of sixteen police stations/police out 
post in the districts of Arunachal Pradesh bordering State of Assam as ‘disturbed area’ vide Notification 
S.O. 3383(E) dated 4.11.2016. 

And whereas a further review of the law and order situation in Tirap, Changlang and Longding districts 
of Arunachal Pradesh and in the area falling within the jurisdiction of sixteen police stations/police out post in 
districts of Arunachal Pradesh, bordering the State of Assam indicate that:— 

(i) security scenario in Tirap, Changlang and Longding districts remains vitiated by the spillover of 
Naga insurgency; 

(ii) Naga UG factions namely NSCN(K), NSCN(I/M), NSCN(R) & NSCN(NK) continue to indulge 
in extortion, area domination, recruitment of locals, inter-factional rivalry; 

(iii) NSCN(K) is persisting its attempts to target security forces jointly with ULFA(I) and has carried 
out such attacks during recent past; 
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(iv) NSCN (IM) is contriving to dominate areas hitherto occupied by NSCN(K) and is resorting to 
intimidation and extortion; 

(v) NSCN( R) is also active in Tirap, Longding and Changlang districts in Arunachal Pradesh and 
has been focusing on recruiting local youth; 

(vi) NSCN(NK) has managed to gain a foothold in Longding district and is engaging in extortion and 
abduction; 

(vii) ULFA(I), which has hitherto been using the State as a transit corridor for movement of cadres and 
transhipment of arms from Myanmar, has started indulging in extortion in certain pockets along 
Arunachal-Assam boundary; 

(viii) Movements of NDFB(S) and NDFB(R) cadres along Arunachal-Assam boundary have been 
noticed for escaping Counter Insurgency operations and for movement to/from Myanmar; and 

(ix) During the period from 6.09.2016 to 20.2.2017 in Tirap, Changlang and Longding districts 25 
incidents of violence have been perpetrated by the UG outfits in which 6 persons (NSCN(K) -1, 
NSCN(NK)-l,ULFA(I)-2 and Security Forces -2 have been killed and 28 UG cadres (NSCN(R) - 
9, NSCN(K)-6, NSCN(FM)-5 and ULFA-8 have been arrested. 

Now, therefore, Tirap, Changlang and Longding districts in Arunachal Pradesh and the areas falling 
within the jurisdiction of the following police stations/police out post in the districts of Arunachal Pradesh, 
bordering the State of Assam, are declared as ‘disturbed area’ under Section 3 of the Armed Forces (Special 
Powers) Act, 1958 for three months w.e.f. 4.05.2017, unless withdrawn earlier: - 

(i) Banderdewa, Doimukh, Balijan and Kimin police stations in Papumpare district; 

(ii) Likabali police station in West Siang district; 

(hi) Ruksin, Nari and Oyan police stations in East Siang district; 

(iv) Roing police station in Lower Dibang Valley district; 

(v) Seijosa police station in East Kameng district; 

(vi) Bhalukpong and Balemu police station in West Kameng district; 

(vii) Namsai and Mahadevpur police stations in Namsai district; 

(viii) Sunpura police station in Lohit district; and 

(ix) Dulung Mukh Police Out Post, Lower Subansiri district.
